Edmonton transit 
sees increase in 

property crimes 


More than 200 this year. 
ETS attributes uptick to 
improved reportage

Police are patrolling Edmonton 
transit this week as property 
crimes are on the rise in the 
public transportation system. 

According to City of Edmon¬ 
ton transportation officials, 
over a five-year period, prop¬ 
erty crimes in the Edmonton 
Transit System (ETS) increased 
from 155 reports in 2009 to 
more than 200 crimes reported 
so far this year. 

Edmonton Transit spokes¬ 
person Patricia Dickson attrib¬ 
utes the slight increase to peace 
officers now including shelter 
damage and graffiti in their 
crime figures and to more offi¬ 


cers present on the system. 

“In 2009, we had 48 peace 
officers, today we have 61. As 
a result, they’re investigating 
and reporting more incidents. 
They also have refined and de¬ 
fined the reporting process for 
incidences so there’s a better 
reporting process,” she said. 

Edmonton Police’s Com¬ 
munity Action Team (CA.T.) 
deployment will be focusing 
on increased presence in Ed¬ 
monton transit this week, spe¬ 
cifically watching for the “three 
P’s,” which are platforms, ped- 
ways and parking lots in transit

areas. Police are also working 
with individuals horn local or¬ 
ganizations to help homeless 
individuals in the system get 
better shelter. 

“Especially with the cold 
right now, we’ll find people 
who are sleeping or just trying 
to get out of the cold,” said Clair 
Seyler, spokesperson for EPS. 

Crimes against people over 
the last five years have dropped 
slightly in Edmonton transit, 
with 335 cases reported drop¬ 
ping to 323 this year, according 
to city officials. 

A spokesperson for the Tran¬ 
sit Riders’ Union of Edmonton 
said the recent statistics aren’t 
surprising. 

“As far as I am aware, the 
ridership numbers are con¬ 
stantly going up with ETS. The 
more people you have on the 
system, the more eyes there 
are, the more safety there 
is,” said Brendon Van Alstine, 
spokesperson for the group.

Council pushes 
again for LRTfunds 

City councillors sent a 
strong message Monday 
that Edmonton’s top 
priority is the city’s LRT 
network, but the provincial 
government responded 
clearly there’s no new 
money coming anytime 
soon. 

Mayor Don Iveson pro¬ 
posed the motion outlining 
LRT expansion as the city’s 
top priority. He said voters 
made it clear to him they 
don’t want to see the South 
East LRT delayed. 

“That’s unacceptable to 
our citizens and that’s why 
it’s unacceptable to me,” 
he said. 

Parker Hogan, a spokes¬ 
person for the minister of 
transportation, said there 
will be no new money until 
at least the spring budget, 
but said the city has 
existing grant programs 
that could help. 

“If LRT is a priority I’m 
sure the city will find a way 
to fund it, but now they 
seem to be putting their 
money in other things, like 
arenas,” he said. 

The $1.8 billion project 
has $800 million from the 
city and an additional $250 
million from the federal 
government. The city also 
assuming it will get $235 
million from the provincial 
GreenTrip fund, but will 
still be $515 million short. 

Iveson said he wants it 
to be ciystal clear what the 
city needs. 

“I want to eliminate 
ambiguity about what our 
highest priority is,” he said. 

Hogan said ambiguity 
about the city’s wants has 
not been the issue to date. 

“The former mayor and 
council also made it clear 
to this government that 
they wanted the funding.”

“I had one rule: I couldn’t 
design the emblems myself, 
it had to be through addi¬ 
tional research, a book or by 
talking to someone from that 
community. 

“I just didn’t want to 
speak for any community 
myself,” he added. 

While Calayo created 
logos for 124 neighbour¬ 
hoods, the project is ongoing. 

“I found the older com¬ 
munities, with a lot of his¬ 
tory, there was a lot to dive 
into,” he said.

“When we heard about 
the project, we thought it 
was wonderful,” said Nora 
Begoray, a spokesperson 
from Edmonton Federation 
of Community Leagues.

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Alta, superintendents’ wages 
outpace those of bigger boards 


Overpriced or fair 
wage? Three major 
metro boards offer 
more than $300K 
annually to top execs

Alberta’s metro school board 
superintendents are being paid 
more handsomely than their 
peers running larger organiza¬ 
tions out east, reveals a Metro 
analysis. 

Financial statements for 
2012-13 released for Edmon¬ 
ton Catholic School District 
reveal superintendent Joan 
Carr took home more than 
$328,0000, while being respon¬ 
sible for approximately 35,000 
students. 

In Calgary, financial state¬ 
ments indicate Calgaiy Cath¬ 
olic School District’s top offi¬ 
cial Gaiy Strother netted nearly 
$276,000 while overseeing an 
organization responsible for 



49,000 students, while Calgaiy 
Board of Education Chief Supt. 
Naomi Johnson just received a 
$364,076 paycheck following 
her resignation, veiy likely the 
largest payout for a top school 
board official in Canada. 

When each superintend¬ 
ents’ earnings were divided 
against the number of kids 
they were responsible for, it 
revealed that the CBE’s top of¬ 
ficial was only paid about $3.40 
per student, while Strother 
earned $5.63 and Carr pulled 
in $9.23. 

Johnson, Carr and Schmidt 
all earned more than the top 
officials with Canada’s three 
largest school boards in terms 
of students — all are in On¬ 
tario. Donna Quan, head of the 
Toronto District School Board,

earned about $300,000, or 
about $1.17 per student. 

The CBE is the fourth-lar- 
gest board in Canada. 

Jim Gibbons, a senior advis¬ 
er who helps in the recruiting 
of superintendents on behalf 
of the Alberta School Boards 
Association, said he suspects 
the discrepancy between Al¬ 
berta and Ontario education 
executives is based on econ¬ 
omies — and western busi¬ 
nesspeople currently have the 
upper hand. 

But Derek Fildebrandt, Al¬ 
berta director with the Can¬ 
adian Taxpayers Federation, 
said the data comparison could 
suggest Albert executives are 
being overpaid. 

“How we determine what 
to pay them is always difficult, 
but should be relatively com¬ 
petitive with other jurisdic¬ 
tions,” he said. 

“If we’re paying significant¬ 
ly more than major jurisdic¬ 
tions that are responsible for 
more students, it would be an 
indication that we are being 
more than competitive.”

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New study. Looking into 
alternative pain relief 



Edmonton’s Stolleiy Children’s 
Hospital is looking into differ¬ 
ent ways to provide pain relief 
to sick kids. 

As part of a special trial 
study, die hospital is currently 
offering massage therapy, acu¬ 
puncture, acupressure and 
Reiki to different patients 
suffering from severe pain due 
to their illness. 

The Pediatric Integrative 
Medicine Trial works to de¬ 
termine the effectiveness and 
usefulness of different forms of 
non-medicated pain relief. 

“This kind of work has 
never been done in a chil¬ 
dren’s hospital anywhere in the 
world, to our knowledge,” said 
Dr. Sunita Vohra, the study’s 


lead researcher. “Even though 
we have the veiy best care to 
offer, we still want to do more. 
It’s that desire that motivates 
me and our team.” 

Through offering alterna¬ 
tive pain-relief methods, doc¬ 
tors said they are hoping to 
provide patients with alterna¬ 
tives to medication that will 
not make them drowsy or give 
them anxiety. 

“When my leg’s in veiy bad 
pain, it’s veiy helpful,” said 
12-year-old Garret McComber, 
who is currently participating 
in the study. McComber is cur¬ 
rently battling acute lympho¬ 
blastic leukemia, a cancer of 
the white blood cells.

Aboriginal students in Ed¬ 
monton’s Catholic and public 
schools are dropping out at 
lower rates than ever before, 
according to new numbers. 

“We are having more stu¬ 
dents complete (high school) 
and fewer students dropping 


out,” said Eileen Marthiensen, 
program co-ordinator. EPSB re¬ 
ported a decrease in aboriginal 
students’ drop-out rate, from 
11.8 per cent over a three-year 
average to 9.4 per cent in 2013. 

“We have a large number 
of students overall,” she added. 
“We have over 7,600 students 
that self-identify as First Na¬ 
tions, Metis and Inuit within 
our district. With a larger 
population, you are going to 
have numbers more like this. 
I think our numbers are some¬ 
what on par with the prov¬ 
ince.” 

While the district also saw 
an improvement in the rate 
of high-school completion 
from 26.2 per cent over the 
last three-year average to 30.3 
per cent in 2013, there was a 
decline in the rate which stu-

dents transition from high 
school to work from 24.5 per 
cent over three years to 23.7 
per cent in 2013. 

“I would say we are improv¬ 
ing (but) we are not there yet,” 
Marthiensen said. “We are 
certainly moving towards re¬ 
ducing the achievement gap.” 

Edmonton Catholic schools 
said they also saw positive 
growth for aboriginal students 
in 2013, with a high-school 
completion rate of 48.8 per 
cent in 2013, up from 29.8 over 


the last three years. 

“We are very excited about 
the work we do in the district,” 
said Joe Naccarato, assistant 
superintendent for ECSB. 

With 2,945 self-identified 
students in the district, Nac¬ 
carato said the ECSB has fo¬ 
cused on retention and sharing 
information with aboriginal 
students. 

Manager for the Aboriginal 
Education Centre at MacEwan 
University Kathy Davis echoed 
both school boards’ comments. 

“I think both Edmonton 
Public and Edmonton Catholic 
are doing veiy well in not only 
transitioning their students 
from junior high to senior 
high, they are doing really well 
for transitioning their high- 
school students to come into 
post-secondaiy.”

Say what? Advocates 
for the deaf say sign- 
language interpreter 
was a faker who just 
waved his arms around 
meaninglessly 


As one world leader after an¬ 
other took the stage in a gi¬ 
gantic soccer stadium to pay 
homage to Nelson Mandela in 
Soweto, South Africa, the man 
at arm’s reach from them ap¬ 
peared to be interpreting for 
the deaf at the hours-long me¬ 
morial. 

The unidentified man, who 
stood about one metre from 
U.S. President Barack Obama 
and other leaders, “was moving 
his hands around but there was 
no meaning in what he used 
his hands for,” Bruno Druchen, 
the Deaf Federation of South 
Africa’s national director, said. 

When South African Deputy 
President Cyril Ramaphosa told 
the crowd that former South 
African President F.W. de Klerk 
was among the guests in a VIP 
section, the man at his side 
used a strange pushing motion 
unknown in sign language that 
did not identify de Klerk or say 
anything about his presence in 
the stadium, said Ingrid Par¬ 
kin, principal of the St. Vincent 
School for the Deaf in Johan¬ 
nesburg. 

The closest the man’s ges¬ 
tures at that point came to 


anything in sign language 
might possibly be the words 
for “running horse,” “friend” 
or “beyond,” she said, but only 
by someone who signs terribly. 
The man also used virtually no 
facial expressions to convey 
the often emotional speeches 
of the leader, an absolute must 
for sign language interpreters, 
Parkin said. 

Collins Chabane, one of 
South Africa’s two presidency 
ministers, told reporters the 
government is investigating 
“alleged incorrect use of sign 
language at the National Me¬ 
morial Service” and did not 
identify the man but added the 


“government will report pub¬ 
licly on any information it may 
establish.” 

Outraged deaf people and 
sign language interpreters from 
Canada to China have com¬ 
plained about the man, Parkin 
said. “This man himself knows 
he cannot sign and he had the 
guts to stand on an internation¬ 
al stage and do that,” Parkin 
said. “It’s absolutely impossible 
that he is any kind of interpret¬ 
er. Or a language person at all, 
because he’s not even using a 
language there.” 

The allegation of the use of

A blusteiy storm dropped

Vancouver, the host city that 
introduced the “Pride House” 
to the Olympics movement, 
could soon send its gay dep¬ 
uty mayor to Russia to fight 
against homophobia in sport. 

City councillors are ex¬ 
pected to endorse a resolution 
next week sending Coun. Tim 
Stevenson and two members of 
his Host City Pride House Mis¬ 
sion Team to the 2014 Sochi 
Winter Olympics. 

Once there, the team will 
ask officials with the Inter¬ 
national Olympic Committee 
(IOC) and International Para¬ 
lympic Committee to include 
a non-discrimination clause for 
lesbian, gay, bisexual and trans- 


gendered people in the Games’ 
charter and require future host 
cities to endorse pride houses 
in their bids. 


The trip would come about 
eight months after Russia 
passed a law that bans “propa¬

Stevenson told reporters in 
Vancouver Wednesday.

Homes demolished. 

Residents say they’d had 
enough after years of 
fruitless petitioning 


A dozen residents of a central 
Chinese city protested the 
demolition of their homes by 
drinking pesticide in Beijing 
in a desperate bid for attention 
that underscores the failures 
of a decades-old petitioning 
system. 

The 12 survived the protest 
Tuesday near a historic watch- 
tower in the heart of China’s 
capital after police sent them 
to a hospital, where they were 
being treated Wednesday for 
poisoning, said Wang Yuping, 
one of the residents. 

Chinese petitioners some¬ 
times are driven to extreme 
measures as their frustration 
boils over after years of un¬ 
resolved grievances and rou¬ 
tine beatings by local author¬ 
ities. 


Wang, 40, and the others 
had travelled to Beijing from a 
district in Wuhan, the provin¬ 
cial capital of Hubei province, 
to draw attention to their com¬ 
plaints. 

Wang described the protest 
as a group suicide attempt. 


“We have been petitioning 
for so many years, but either 
we have been dragged back 
home or locked in secret jails 
and beaten, and no one has 
been willing to help us,” Wang 
said by telephone. “We felt 
like there was no hope left.” 


Each petitioner drank 
about 50 millilitres of pesti¬ 
cide, Wang said, then lay down 
on the ground until police 
bundled them into vehicles 
and drove them to a hospital. 

Wang said the petitioners 
have been unsuccessfully seek¬ 
ing redress since 2010 for the 
razing of their homes by local 
authorities who provided little 
or no compensation. 

Local government and po¬ 
lice offices in Wuhan could 
not be reached by phone. 
Eveiy year in China, millions 
of complaints are filed about 
what petitioners see as injus¬ 
tice or incompetence by local 
officials. The system is criti¬ 
cized as ineffective and being 
prone to abuse. Petitioners are 
often met with violence when 
they attempt to take their 
cases to Beijing, with local 
governments sending “inter¬ 
ceptors” to stop them — with 
force — and keep them in in¬ 
formal “black jails” until they 
can be sent home.

SEASONAL PARKING BANS 


When there is significant snowfall, the City of Edmonton 
will declare a seasonal parking ban in effect on collector 
roads and bus routes where 'seasonal no parking’ 
signs appear. 


A minimum of eight hours notice will be given. Once the 
seasonal parking ban comes into effect, all vehicles on 
signed routes MUST be moved off-street or to a side road 
where there are no signs prohibiting parking. 


Citizens are advised about the seasonal parking 
ban through: 

• Local media (TV, radio and internet) 

• Roadside digital messaging signs 

• Edmonton Transit bus-front messages 

• E-mail notification system

Vehicles that are not removed 
from signed routes during the ban 
are subject to tagging and towing. 

There is NO parking allowed 
on the seasonal parking ban 
routes until the City declares 
the ban is over. 

In some cases, additional work may 
be required or more snow may be 
forecasted, and the routes must remain clear of vehicles 
until crews have completed their duties and the ban 
officially lifted.

A 79-year-old woman on trial 
for refusing to fill out the 
mandatory census in 2011 
stood staunchly by her de¬ 
cision Wednesday, as her 
lawyer suggested the govern¬ 
ment didn’t do enough to 
address her concerns about a 
U.S. arms maker’s role in the 
data collection process. 

The Crown, however, 
argued that Canadians can¬ 
not refuse to comply with 
legitimate government obli¬ 
gations simply on the basis of 
moral disapproval or specula¬ 


tive security fears. 

Janet Churnin has been 
charged with violating the 
Statistics Act and, if con¬ 
victed, could face a $500 fine 
and/or three months in jail. 

“Whatever happens will 
happen,” the soft-spoken 
senior said with a shrug out¬ 
side a Toronto court. “I still 
wouldn’t change anything.” 

At the heart of Churnin’ s 
worries lies defence company 
Lockheed Martin’s involve¬ 
ment in the census process, 
which she learned about only 
after reading a newspaper 
article flagged by a friend. 

Statistics Canada has said 
the government contracted 
Lockheed Martin to provide 
software for its census oper¬ 
ations in 2003, and used the 
custom-built systems for both 
the 2006 and 2011 census. 


Churnin worried infor¬ 
mation on Canada’s popula¬ 
tion was at risk because she 
thought it could be accessed 
by Lockheed Martin, or even 
the U.S. government if it 
made the corporation turn 
over the data under its Patriot 
Act. 

“Your privacy is not con¬ 
sidered at all,” she told court 
when explaining her decision 
to refrain from filling out the 
census form. 

Churnin’s case is similar 
to that of an 89-year-old peace 
activist who also refused to 
fill out the 2011 census. 

In that case, Audrey Tobias 
was found not guilty in Octo¬ 
ber by a Toronto judge who 
soundly criticized the govern¬ 
ment for trying to prosecute 
someone who was a “model 
citizen.” the Canadian press

“A SENSE OF JUST PROFOUND GRATITUDE.” 


Let’s start with your response to the 
massive memorial service you at¬ 
tended for Nelson Mandela. 

The emotions that are running 
through me — I’d say one is gratitude 
for the role that he played as one of 
the great leaders in our world for hu¬ 
man rights ... but also, I have a sense 
of responsibility and I hope eveiyone 
does feel a sense of responsibility, 
that the world was fortunate to see 


someone like Mandela and now the 
question is, what will we do to live 
that legacy... I’d say it’s veiy much a 
sense of just profound gratitude. 

How has Nelson Mandela helped 
shape Free The Children? 

I had the pleasure to hear him speak 
in various capacities ... and once, veiy 
briefly meeting him, as did my broth¬ 
er — to ask him a question about his 
leadership philosophy... he reflected 
on how he was as a young person, a 
shepherd or herder, and he learned 


a lesson that forever stayed with him 
... that you always had to stand in the 
back to make sure your sheep, or your 
goats, always got to where they were 
supposed to go — that they didn’t 
wander off to the side ... that simple 
idea, the lessons that he taught — the 
humanity — is an amazing influence. 

What was Mandela’s impact on you? 

Inspiring, I don’t think there’s any 
other word that one can use ... inspir¬ 
ing in what he represented, inspiring 
in how he carried himself, inspiring 


in his words — but mostly inspiring 
in his dreams ... That to lead, you 
must walk from behind and I think 
that speaks to the essence of who he 
was. A leader through-and-through, 
but someone who was so dedicated 
to making sure the most vulnerable 
always arrived. 

How important is it that leaders are 
encouraging the world to model 
themselves after Mandela? 

I hope that more world leaders would 
model themselves on Mandela. I think 
it’s veiy easy to quote him, it’s veiy 
difficult to model him ... if world 
leaders want to honour Mandela ... 
they can increase their foreign-aid 
commitments, they can promote 
service and volunteerism in their 
country, they can show that same 
compassion and forgiveness with 
some of the great intractable conflicts 
of our world — that would be a great 
way to honour Mandela. 

What legacy do you think Mandela 
will leave behind? 

I think legacy isn’t something that 
he writes. In his time on this earth, 
he inspired us with his courage and 
his humanity and his willingness to 
forgive and his legacy will, ironically, 
be something we write ... the legacy 
is in our hands and I think we have an 
opportunity that we should not waste.

“I don’t even know what that means,” she 
said, like somebody who’d been told they’ll be 
murdered on Tuesday and again on Thursday. 

My point being, it’s best we set aside our 
regional differences and accept that the whole 
nation is a frigid wasteland—No Country for 
Cold Men. 

Beer commercials to the contrary, most Can¬ 
adian adults cower inside all winter. And when 
youth do go outside it results in all matter of de¬ 
formities: Swollen ears and tongues stuck to 
metal and faces frozen solid. I once froze up so 
badly while waiting for a school bus that even 
when laughing I couldn’t smile, leaving all my 
classmates in hysterics and providing an early cautionary tale 
about the dangers of Botox.

Why did you use toys?

War is so dehumanizing and 
outside normal reality that, 
even as adults, we need toys 
to make sense of it. We need 
the distance provided by 
these plastic totems to begin 
seeing the actual horrors 
without being made numb.

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DC assembles future dream team 


New 52 . Writers 
tasked with writing 
a tale of how heroes 
change over time 


Nearly three years after its 
debut, DC Comics is push¬ 
ing its New 52 five years 
into the future with writers 
Jeff Lemire, Keith Giffen, 
Brian Azzarello and Dan 
Jurgens to examine how 
heroes change with the 
passing of time and tech¬ 
nology. 

The weekly title, The 
New 52: Futures End, debuts 
on Free Comic Book Day in 
May with the first issue of 
series hitting shelves and 
digital storefronts later that 
month. It is the second such 
weekly book for DC in 2014. 
The other, Batman: Eter¬ 
nal, launches in the spring 
as DC celebrates Batman’s 
75th anniversary. 

“Just look at the talent 
roster that’s been gathered. 
How could you not want to 
be a part of that?” asked 
Giffen, who did layouts for 


DC’s weekly comic series 52 
in 2006. 

Hints about the series 
have been dropped by DC in 
recent weeks, with images 
of Batman Beyond online as 
well as a mention in the DC 
All Access web series that 
saw a pair of logo designs 
dubbed Five Years Later. 

Lemire calls the new 
weekly series an explora¬ 
tion of DC’s past, present 
and its future. 

“Really, what we’re try¬ 
ing to do with this book 
is to explore the nature of 
what a hero is and we’re do¬ 
ing that, obviously by play¬ 
ing with the future of the 
New 52 timeline,” he said. 
“Past present and future all 
colliding in this story line.” 

That means exploring 
the past with a charac¬ 
ter like Frankenstein, the 
present with Firestorm and 
the future with Batman Be¬ 
yond who is, Lemire said, 
making what is his first 
“in-continuity appearance. 
He’ll become part of the 
New 52.” 

Those three, however, 
are not the only characters 


who will have a place in the 
series. 

“That’s definitely one of 
our mandates, too,” Lemire 
said. “To create new charac¬ 
ters and new concepts that 
will hopefully have a life 
beyond the series.” 

Artists on the series in¬ 
clude Ethan Van Sciver, 
drawing the zero issue, 
along with Jesus Merino, 
Aaron Lopresti and Jurgens, 
among others who will be 
added as the series goes 
from one issue to the next, 
every week. 

The writers, all of whom 
have deep and historical 
ties to DC Entertainment 
and its roster of heroes and 
villains, have been working 
to craft a story that focuses 
on the past, present and 
future that will have impli¬ 
cations across the DC uni¬ 
verse, says Lemire, calling it 
a “high concept” work. 

“The cast is quite large,” 
he said. 

“They are three of many 
that are getting a signifi¬ 
cant amount of time in the 
series.”

Chills abound in this 
1980 horror classic 
about a young family 
that is hired to look 
after a creepy old hotel 
that is shuttered for the 
slow winter months.

thing else out there. 

Obviously players are go¬ 
ing to compare this Angry 
Birds game to its predeces¬ 
sors.

We’re 
going in a very different dir¬ 
ection. It’s a non-slingshot 
gameplay pattern — but 
there are similarities in 
terms of the characters, 
humour and mayhem and 
there’s some physics in¬ 
volved.

“Today, mackeroons (now 
spelled macaroons) are a 
meringue made with coco¬ 
nut, but until the mid-19th 
centuiy they contained finely 
chopped or pounded sweet al¬ 
monds,” notes Setting A Fine 
Table. “Recipes for macker¬ 
oons appeared frequently 
in 17th- and 18th-century 
coolceiy books, with vaiying 
ratios of sugar to egg whites. 
Mackeroons were served with 
wines and liqueurs, or were 
crushed and layered in trifles 
or with syllabubs and creams. 

“Orange blossom water 
and rosewater, both made by 
steeping the flower blossoms 
in brandy or distilled water, 
were characteristic flavour¬ 
ings for this biscuit (cookie). 

“Musk, another popular 


flavouring, is an aromatic 
substance produced by the 
male musk-deer. It is still an 
important ingredient in per- 
fumeiy, but is no longer con¬ 
sidered edible. 

“By the mid-19th centuiy, 
vanilla had displaced these 
flavourings.” 

Historic recipe 

1. Take a pound of almonds, let 
them be scalded, blanched, and 
thrown into cold water, then 
diy them in a cloth, and pound 
them in a mortar, moisten 
them with orange-flower water, 
or with the white of an egg, lest 
they turn to oil; afterwards, 
take an equal quantity of fine 
powder sugar, with three or

With winter setting in for 
the long haul, many find 
themselves cursing the daily 
weather reports. But for some 
hardy people, the prospect of 
cold temperatures and a nice 
dump of fresh powder just 
gets the blood racing. 

These resilient people are 
snowmobilers and they are 
a diehard breed of outdoor 
enthusiasts whose numbers 
are legion, and growing with 
eveiy winter that passes. 
Whether grooming the trails 
for other riders, accessing 
hidden hunting or ice fishing 
spots, or purely for the thrill 
of it, snowmobilers are mak¬ 
ing tracks as soon as condi¬ 
tions permit. 

“Eveiybody has their 
own reasons, but the trails 
are nice to ride,” said Jay 
Ruchotzky, vice-president of 


the Ashern Snowmobile Club 
north of Winnipeg, who has 
been snowmobiling since he 
was a child. “My dad took me 
out when I was little. I had 
my own sled by the time I was 
14 or 16.” 

As an active member, 
Ruchotzky maintains trails 
for the members of his club, 
as well as those who use 
the trails on a drop-in basis. 
His love of snowmobiling is 
readily apparent when asked 
about what keeps him com¬ 
ing back, year after year. 

“It’s a feeling of freedom,” 
he said. “You can’t really beat 
riding a smooth trail through 
the bush, with the snow com¬ 
ing down.” 

“I’ve always loved winter,” 
said Chris Brewer, president 
of the Saskatchewan Snow¬ 
mobile Association, who 
maintain more than 10,000 
kilometres of trail through¬ 
out the province. Brewer and 
his wife make active use of 



the trail system and the back- 
country as soon as there is 
enough snow. 

Josh Kovnats is another 
self-described “diehard sled- 
neclc” from a family of dedi¬ 
cated snowmobilers whose 
passion for sledding can’t be 
contained. 

“I go eveiy opportunity 
I can,” said Kovnats, whose 
family has a longtime mem¬ 
bership with the Interlake 


Snow Trackers. “It’s a differ¬ 
ent experience every time. I 
like to play in large amounts 
of fresh powder and go fast, 
and I love the ability to ex¬ 
plore this land fully.” 

Brock Gibson is another 
lifelong snowmobiler, who 
grew up snowmobiling in 
western Manitoba. 

“It’s a good excuse to get 
bundled up, go outside and 
get some fresh air,” he said.

The first time I interviewed Nail 
Yakupov, he was a rookie with 
the Ontario Hockey League’s 
Sarnia Sting. Fresh over from 
Russia, he didn’t speak a lot of 
English, but he did his best to 
try. 

In fact, he waved off team¬ 
mate Alex Galchenyulc on sev¬ 


eral occasions when it came to 
translating, determined to an¬ 
swer for himself. This often re¬ 
sulted in Galchenyulc breaking 
into laughter at his well-inten¬ 
tioned buddy. But it was good 
for “Yak” to have someone to 
lean on. 

At the world juniors last year 
in Russia, Yakupov took a lot of 
heat from Canadian reporters 
when he wasn’t made available 
after games for interviews. An 
early misinterpreted comment 
about “dirty” Canadians (which 
I always took to mean “gritty”) 
may have played a part. Accord¬ 
ing to Yakupov, it was a coach’s 
decision and that his position 
as captain of the team didn’t 
necessarily make him spokes¬ 
man at that level. On the ice, 
teammate Mikhail Grigorenlco 


was much more dangerous, but 
Yakupov still helped his squad 
win bronze on home ice over 
the rival Canucks. 

Which takes me to Tues¬ 
day’s overtime win over Caro¬ 
lina. Yakupov had two points, 
forging nice chemistry with 
another No. 1 overall pick, Tay¬ 
lor Hall. Jordan Eberle and Ryan 
Nugent-Hoplcins — the other 
two members of Edmonton’s 
Young Four Horsemen — also 
had two points each. 

Yakupov has taken a lot of 
heat this season, but now that 
he’s out of the spotlight and put 
in a position to help, you can 
see the glimmers of hope. This 
is a young man who doesn’t ne¬ 
cessarily thrive as The Man. I’ve 
seen him pressured by Edmon¬ 
ton journalists and he doesn’t 


react well. But let him relax and 
he reveals a great personality 
complete with fun quotes. 

The key for coach Dallas 
Eakins is going to be figuring 
out how best to deploy Yaku¬ 
pov. He’s an excellent second¬ 
ary threat, but needs to play 
with talent to be effective. De¬ 
fence is still a work in progress, 
though Ralph Krueger saw the 
kid as willing to learn when he 
helmed the Oilers last season. 

You may say that a No. 1 
overall pick should be some¬ 
one who thrives under pres¬ 
sure, who wants the limelight. 
But wouldn’t you rather have a 
scorer who gets into a comfort 
zone and perhaps grows into 
that role? Just 20 years old, Yak¬ 
upov is at least owed that by the 
fans and his organization.

down. In theoiy, that should 
keep the disparity from getting 
out of control. 

But if the $5.2-billion, 12- 
year agreement with Rogers 
inflates revenues as much as it 
should and business continues 
to boom, the floor will soon be 
higher than the cap at its high¬ 
est under the last collective 
bargaining agreement. That’s 
a difficult spot for teams with 
fixed budgets. 

Poile was right to point to 
revenue sharing as a way to 
assist teams that don’t make 
money hand over glove like the 
Toronto Maple Leafs and Mont¬ 
real Canadiens, but Dallas Stars 
GM Jim Nill still has questions.
